"The believers are but a single brotherhood: so make peace and 
reconciliation between your brothers and keep your duty eto Allah that 
you may receive mercy...

the above verses translated from the Holy Qur'an clearly show that unity 
is much more than an earthly want is a Divine command. Furthermore, 
once we realize this we cannot be divided for fear of a grievous penalty.

o Almighty Allah. But Allah gives us refuge from the devil and from those 
Who would Seek to do mischief and keep us divided. 


So, insha Allah, not ignoring past differences or present ones, 
we are still blessed by our Creator, Allah The Most High, with the yearn- 
ing to come together. We all profess the basic and final reality of: 
LEH ILLEHEH ILLA ALLAH-— in light of this all differences are merely 


a part of this temporary illusion, this doonyuh, and will sömeday cease 
to exist. 


In summary, this is to propose that, Insha Allah, all Newark area 
Muslims, immediately and without delay begin to implement a regular 
weekly city-wide collective Jumah gathering with rotating Imans. Insha 
Allah this effort will start a process of unity that has as its reward 
a promise from our Creator --- a clear promise of success. 
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
